The accident cast a gloom over the 
entire commanity as Ernest Lourme 
had earned a distinctive place for 
himself in thecamp. He wasa umn 
of good education, was especially 
bright, a student, a man of fine in~ 
tegrity, wasa conscientious worker 
and very likeable traits aud during 
his more than three years of residence 
here bud come to command the :«- 
spect and esteem of his fellow  citi- 
zens in an unusual degree. He leaves 
a wife and two children with whom 
the whom the whole community joins 
io morning bis loss. 

Ernest Lourme was born in Meur- 
chis, France and was thirty-seven 
searsof age at bis death. He was 
formerly in the French army, having 
served in the 2lst Dragoons.
